There is approximately 150 feet
‘missing from the Coast Highway
bridge just north of Del Mar on
between Los An-
geles and San Diego, The repairs
to this bridge are temporarily held
up pending the arrival of long
piling. The piling in use at this
point approximates 60 feet to 80
feet in length, because of the ex-
ceptional depth of the sand. In
order to drive piling to this depth
the timber must be straight and
clear. Timber of this kind is not
available logally and must, accord-
ing to C. D. Bennett, manager of
the San Diego office of the Na-
tional Automobile Club, be brought
from the forests of Oregon or
Washington. A good dirt detour
of about three miles takes care of
the traffic until the bridge can be
rebuilt, and coast traffic between
Los -Angeles and San Diego is now
operating about normally.
